Dovelopment OF H.K. 
Medical Faculty 


Dr. Marshall C. Balfour, who has 
Intely come from the New York 
Headquarters of the Rockefeller 
Foundatlon to take charge of the in- 
terests of the Foundation in the Far 
East, passed through Hongkong by 
the President Coolidge at the week- 
end, - He was returning to: his 
Shanghai office after a-trip as far ne 
Singapore and the Netherlands East 
Indles to acquaint himself with tho: 
officers of, the Foundation and the 
work they were doing. - : 


Much of the work had /mpressed 
him, he said, and there was evidence 
of good medical and health organisa- 
tlon In the countries he visited. 


Referring to Hongkong, he said: "I 

am acquainted with Dr, Selwyn- 
Clarke, Director of Medical Service, 
and his chief problem here, the con- 
trolling of epidemic diseases. He is 
doing a good job. I have ‘also met 
Professor Ride, Dean of the Medical 
Faculty at the University of Hong- 
kong, and I am Interested in the 
plans for the further development of 
the University. 
"I particularly admire the, inten- 
tion to include more public’ henlth 
teaching in the Medien! faculty. The 
Foundation is pleased that, by this 
means, the Vice-Chancellor and Dean 
of the Medical School are mnoking 
serious efforts:in order that graduntes 
of the Hongkong University may be 
of more benefit to China. 


China Needs Doctors 


“Up to the present very few of the 
Hongkong graduutes go to China, 90 


will ‘give thelr” services to China, 
which needs well-trained doctors. 
It Js hoped that these doctors, in in- 
creasing numbers, will be obtained 
from Hongkong and' Singapore medi- 
cal schools, whose: graduates are of 
o recognised high standard.”

After a week's consideration I am 
unable to share the view, command- 
ed by a high personage for the 
aeceptance of the Chinese public In 
Hongkong, that British foreian 
policy remains unchanged by — the 
Arita-Craigie accord, ‘fk rani it in 
importance with the text of Munich, 
and its probable consequences may 
prove _ grave to Chinese resistance 
-when_Wang-Ching-wel_launches_In 
the course ‘of next month the political 
offensive. which he Js preparing with 
the powerful nssistance of the enemy 
of his country. 

What the British Prime Minlster 
has done -Is to recognise not ‘the 
national realities of a Chinese re- 
volution os Sir Austen Chamberlain 
‘did jn 1927 at Wuhan = (Hankow) 
but the savage disorders of oa 
Japanese Invasion, officially con- 
demned and envisaged as illegal by 
Britain and other League Powers. 


Strange Doctrine 


Specially, Mr. Chamberlain has 


effected something more than another. |, 


spectacular change in Britain forelgn 
policy as already done by him in 
Geneva, in Munich ‘and on the Ides 
of March IJast. In levity or by 
design, he has agreed to a slrange 
doctrine which is worse thnn Anglo- 
French non-intervention, in Spain 
and, In a sense, goes beyond the 
principle of neutrality as defined in 
the Books. Should this new doctrine 
be implemented, there might well be 
another tragedy to add to British 
account, since the Japanese conquest 
would be faclHtated by it as well as 
China's inclusion within the “New 
Order in East Asia,” the new title 
of ‘the enlarged empire which the 
Mikado’s men are hacking into shape 
in thls massive region of the world. 
The policy under abandonment by 
Mr. Chamberlain was initinted by Sir

statesman realised thot, just as a 
country could not be permanently

Their 
story shows that they have 
lived a lifetime of adventure 
in the last nine months. 

The wparty first reached Hong- 
kong in May after 4Ymonths’ 
imprisonment in a Chinese pri- 
son when their vessel was driven 
ashore in Kwangtung. The: 
threat of execution was: made to 


tthem daily. Two of the party 
dropped out at Hongkong, but ay 
{BuUinof (captain and mechanic), N. 
Titofy (locksmith), S, Brusentzoif, 
(boxer), and P, Kostiloff (artist) 
stolcally continued thelr. voyage. 
: This morning Mr. Kostiloff told a 
“Hongkong Telegraph” interviewer 
the exclusive story of their expcri- 
ences after the bont left Hongkong 
for the Phillppines In the middle. of 
May. 
Forced To Change Course, 

“After two days,” he reluted, “a 
strong north-cast wind struck’ us 
and, as we were using sail ohly, we 
decided to change our course. We 
turned towards Indo-China, On the 
fouth day we encountered a terrible 
storm. 

“The mast snapped and the seas 
were so great that we were every 
moment expecting to go down. We 


emptied our water drums and tied 
them around the boat to give It ndd- 
ed buoyancy and we did not try to 
use the tiller as it was uscless, For 
two daya and. one -night—about 40 
-hours—we simply drifted, staying 
most of the while below’ the deck 
we ‘had rigged up.on the lifeboat and 
waiting for whatever would happen. 

“Then the storm abated a iiltle and’ 
we rigged up a sort of half-mast and 
used one-third sail on it. ‘The waves 
and wind pushed us towards China 
ond we came to shore near Uchwan, 
about 15 or 20 miles from Kwang- 
chowwan. 

“We arrived at 8 p.m, at night and 
were so tired that we went {fo siecp 
at once on the boat. We were 
awnkened by rapping on the boat at 
11 p.m, and found two Chinese cus- 
toms officinis ond two policemen 
waiting for us. Next morning a 
customs launch towed us up the river 
to Uchwan where our boat was ticd 
up and we were asked to wait until 


*|they had telegraphed to the Govern- 


ment, 

“This imprisonment was different 
from the first. They set a guord 
over the boat, but they Iet us remain 
on board, gave us food every day, 
helped us to fix the damage to our 
boat, made us new masts, and were 
generally kind to us. The food was 
Chinese, but it was food and we were 
never hunary; and we were able to 
swim every duy in the river. 


Detained 52 Days - 
“Alter S2dnys we were released.

According to Wong, the Mshing junk 
was overtaken by a Japanese trawler 
at 3 p.m, on Friday. 


Thrown Into Water 


The Japanese took off the fishing 
fear and a cargo of kerosene, and 
then threw the nine occupants of the 
junk, including women and children, 
overboard, . 

While the ‘nine people were 
struggling in tho water—some could 
not swim—tho Japanese opened 
fire with thelr machino-guns. 
Wong, Lau and Cheung managed 

to struggle towards the junk's sam- 
pan, but were again machine-gunned. 
They jumped into the water again 
and, although all three were hit by 
the bullets, managed to shelter behind 
the riddled sampan, 

The Japanese, after setting fre to 
the junk, which was burnt to the 
watcr’s edge, departed, 

Wong and Lau dragged their more 


seriously wounded compatriot back! , 


into the riddled sampan os soon as 
the Japanese had left, and the three 
survivors of the outrage drifted help- 
lessly until yesterday, when they 
were picked up by the French 
steamer;
